The v eteran Socialist leader died 
at 1:18 p. m.t C. S. T. Mrs. Berger 
and one daughter were at the bed­ 
side in the hospital whore he was 
taken after tho accident. 
Battling alw ay s for “th e cause." 
wh ich to h im w as socialism, Berger 
became known th rough out much of 
th e world for h is activ ities

p olitician, an editor and forev er a 
lender of th e laboring class. 
He followed h is conv ictions to th e 
sh adow of p rison gates v et nev er 
did h o enter for h imself any th ing 
but th o adm iration and resp ect of 
h is p olitical enemies. Berger, a n a­ 
tiv o of Austria- Hungary , sp oke with 
a rich foreign accent and h e p os­
